3. Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, 
as containing subject matter which was not described in the 
specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one 
skilled in the relevant art that the inventor (s), at the time 
the application was filed, had possession of the claimed 
invention. 

The claim recites "snappable" upper and lower portions. 
This subject matter is not found in the originally filed 
disclosure and is therefore considered to be new matter. 

4. Claim 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, 
as containing subject matter which was not described in the 
specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art 
to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, 
to make and/or use the invention. 
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The claim recites "two clips and two hinges". 
Implementation of this subject matter is neither taught by the 
instant disclosure nor evident to the examiner. 

5. Claim 7 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, 
as containing subject matter which was not described in the 
specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art 
to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, 
to make and/or use the invention. 

The claim recites "embedded rims". Implementation of this 
subject matter is neither taught by the instant disclosure nor 
evident to the examiner. 

6. Claim 8 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, 
as containing subject matter which was not described in the 
specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art 
to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, 
to make and/or use the invention. 

The claim recites a "waste water evacuation device". 
Implementation of this subject matter is neither taught by the 
instant disclosure nor evident to the examiner. 

7. Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, 
as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and 
distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 
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The claim appears redundant to claim 1. 

8. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs 
of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under 
this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or 
a foreign country or in public use or on sale in this country, more than one 
year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which 
forms the basis for all obviousness rejections set forth in this 
Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically 
disclosed or described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the 
differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior 
art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at 
the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the 
art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be 
negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

9. Claims 1, 3, 4, 7 and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) 
as being anticipated by Shinn. 

The Shinn reference discloses a trap comprising: an upper 
portion 8; a lower portion 9; a hinge 20; a sealing joint 18,19; 
a clip 37 including a base 17a, a stud 17b, a locking element 
36, and a stop (Figs. 4 and 6); and a waste water evacuation 
device (col. 1 In. i3) , as claimed. The hinge is considered to 
be "dismantleable" . 

10. Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Shinn. 
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The choice of material would appear an obvious choice to be 

made . 

11. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is 
considered pertinent to applicant's disclosure. 

The Davis and Sandman references disclose various traps 
having features in common with the instant invention. 

12. Claim 2 is free of the prior art of record.
